Be It resolved by the people of the State 
of Missouri, as follows: 


T h at a t the general election to be held 
in this sta te on Tuesday, N ovem ber 2. 
1920. there shall be subm itted for adoption 
or rejection to the electors of the state 
of Missouri the fol’ow'ing proposed con­ 
stitutional am endm ent, to-w it: 
Section I. 
T h a t article 15 of the Con­ 
stitution of the state of Missouri, p r o d d ­ 
ing the mode of revising and amending 
the Constitution, be and the sam e is h ere­ 
by repealed and the following new* article 
enacted in lieu thereof, to be known ai 
article 15, providing the mode of revising 
and am ending the Constitution, and for 
calling a constitutional convention, and 
} w’hich shall read as follows: 
ARTICLE 15. 
Providing th e Mode of Revising and 
Am ending the Constitution and for calling 
a Constitutional Convention. 
Section I. 
This C onstitution m ay be 
revised and am ended only in pursuance of 
the provisions of this article or as o th er­ 
wise provided in this Constitution. 
Section 2. 
The General Assembly may 
a t any time, propose am endm ents to thb 
C onstitution as a m ajority of the mere 
hers elected to each house shall deem ex­ 
pedient, and the vote thereon shall be 
tak en by yeas and nays, and entered on 
the journal. 
The am endm ents proposed, 
either by the General A ssem blyx.or by 
initiative petition, shall be subm itted to 
the electors of the sta te for their a p ­ 
proval or rejection, by official ballot title 
as m ay he provided by law', on one inde­ 
pendent and separate ballot w ithout any 
emblem or p arty designation w hatever at 
the n ex t general election, or a t a special 
election called by the Governor in his 
discretion prior to such general election, 
a t w'hich he m ay subm it any one or more 
of such proposed am endm ents.

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THE ANTI-LIBERALS. 
There is a world 
of truth 
in the 
statement of the American Federation 
of 
Labor's 
non-partisan 
campaign 
committee that opponents 
of the 
League of Nations can be classed eith­ 
er as “extreme 
reactionaries or ex­ 
treme radicals/' Both these groups of 
1 
extremists are and always have been 
against the League, 
and 
they 
are 
against it for much the same reason— 
namely, because the League repre­ 
sents liberalism. 
Both the reactionaries and the rad­ 
ical are against liberalism. 
The for­ 
mer are against it because liberalism 
means social progress and the reac­ 
tionaries don’t want social progress. 
They want to go back to the old ways. 
The radicals 
are against liberalism 
because liberalism means a gradual, 
sane evolution towards better condi­ 
tions, and what the radicals want, is 
sudden and violent revolution. 
They 
realize that such a gradual, sane evo* 
lution towards social justice as the 
League would promote would be an 
obstacle to their plans because the 
masses would 
be content 
with the 
progress being made and ^ould not 
support violent 
reactionary 
move­ 
ments. 
It has been one of the most remark­ 
able features of the League contro­ 
versy that these two groups—the re­ 
actionaries and 
the radicals—which 
are so utterly antagonistic to each 
other have joined hands against the 
League. 
One would have supposed 
that in the reactionary group all ex­ 
cept the most blind and the most bi­ 
goted would have perceived the perils 
inherent in such an alliance. It is as­ 
tonishing to find so many 
conserva­ 
tives deliberately doing the one thing 
that most effectually promotes the de­ 
signs of Lenine and his lieutenants and 
followers in this country and all over 
the w’orld. 
Most of the conservatives 
who are domg this—men like Taft, 
Hoover and Root, for instance— are 
undoubtedly doing it against their bet­ 
ter judgment and only because they 
are not big enough to break the politi­ 
cal bonds’that tie them to the repub­ 
lican party. There can hardly be any 
doubt at all that their minds are filled 
with anxieties as to the results of the 
League defeat—if it comes—which 
they are helping to bring about. 
What these results will be is a story 
that is still to be told. Extreme reac­ 
tionism *and extreme radicalism, in al­ 
liance to defeat the League, will not 
continue allies one moment after they 
accomplish their purpose, 
supposing 
that they do accomplish it. There will 
come a bitter struggle between them 
as to which shall capitalize the tri­ 
umph they won together. There will 
be 
stormy 
years. 
But 
if America 
turns its back on liberalism and sup­ 
ports the alliance of reactionism and 
radicalism and makes Mr. Harding 
president, America will have no right 
to complain 
of the consequences. 
Whatever they may be, we shall have 
brought them on ourselves. 
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GOV. COX AND THE SENATE. 
Governor Cox’s statement that, if 
elected, “I will sit down with the sen­ 
ate and reach an agreement about our 


going into this League” is called forth 
by Mr. Root’s recent statement that 
• 
the democratic candidate insists upon 
acceptance of the covenant just as it 
is. In saying this Mr. Root made a 
spectacle of himself by no means edi­ 
fying. 
He descended to rank demo- 
goguery. 
Governor Cox does not in-f 
sist and never has insisted upon ac­ 
ceptance of the unrevised covenant 
and he has made his position clear in 
the most 
positive 
terms. 
Mr. Root 
simply shut his eyes and said the thing 
that he thought would do Governor 
Cox’s candidacy most harm; and be­ 
cause Mr. Root’s words have a great 
deal of weight with a large number of 
people, it is necessary for Governor 
Cox to restate in even more positive 
and more definite terms what he h^s 
already set forth so plainly as to sat- w 
isfy the mind of every intelligent and 
informed man and woman. 
The United States cannot enter the 
League of Nations except through an 
agreement between the president and 
the senate regarding the terms upon 
which we shall become a party to 
the covenant. That, of course, is ele­ 
mentary and has been plain from the 
beginning. Governor Cox’s victory in 
this race would be a mandate from the 
people which the senate could not pos­ 
sibly ignore. It would mean that the 
American people demand ratification 
of the Treaty and the covenant; but 
it could hardly be construed as mean­ 
ing that the people demand accept­ 
ance by the senate of the unrevised 
covenant. 
Governor Cox’s statement 
is an assurance that he will not so con­ 
strue it but will confer with new sen­ 
ate as to the terms upon which this 
country shall enter the League. As he 
points out, one-third of the seats in 
the senate are to be filled at elections 
held this year, and in those elections 
the League question will figure as an 
issue. Their outcome will throw light 
upon what the people want the senate 
to do with regard to the League. Gov­ 
ernor Cox declares that he will pay 
due deference to the public sentiment 
thus revealed and will make no ef­ 
fort to impose his will 
as president 
upon the senate, but will, on the con­ 
trary, take counsel with that body and 
work out with it an agreement as to 
what shall be done. 
It ought not to be necessary for the 
democratic candidate 
to 
make this 
declaration of purpose, for the course 
which he outlines is the only course 
which he could pursue and the only 
course which could achieve the end to 
which he and his party have devoted 
themselves—the early entrance of the 
United States into the League. But 
so thick and dense are the vapors of 
talsehood which his opponents have 
thrown over the face of the truth that 
it seems advisable 
to bring out the 
facts very explicitly and in great de­ 
tail if the understanding eye is not to 
Le deceived-
